Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Schcol Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 


I submit ‘herewith my annual report as your superin- 
tendent cf schools. In this annual report I shall at- 
tempt to give to you, somewhat briefly, general infor- 
mation in regard to the condition of your schools and 
make a few suggestions for their needs. 

This information in regard to tax rates may be used 
by the voters to see how the tax rates for the town 
compare with like tax rates for the state. This year 
the average of the school rates for the state is .01171 
while the average of the municipal rates is .055385. 
These figures will determine the right of the several 
tewns to participate in the Equalization Fund to be 
allotted next December. The purpose of this fund is 
especially to assist towns where the school mainte- 
nance and municipal rates equal cr exceed the average 
of the rates for the state, 

The schocl rate for Willimantic is .0187 while the 
municipal rate is .066. These rates, as you can see, 
exceed the average of the rates for the state, so the 
town may receive a small sum from the Equalization 
Fund this coming: year. 

There is now some discussion of a new state plan for 
financing the public schools. Under the plan the state 
is to guarantee to every commuity a decent minimum 
educational program on a reasonable rate of taxation. 
The plan is based on the idea that tax on real property 
as the major source of income for school support is no 
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longer equitable, that income must come from a larger 
source, and that it be distributed on the basis of actual 
school needs. 


SCHOOL PROGRESS 

During the past year there has been no radical 
change or departure from the established school pro- 
gram. Due to the fact that the teachers have been 
connected with the schools for some time and have be- 
come acquainted with their procedure and practice the 
school work has proceded efficiently and without in- 
terrupticn. The enrollment in the three schools for 
his year is only thirty-two as compared with the en- 
rollment of thirty-five last year. The enrollment at 
Number One School for last year fell below the re- 
quired average attendance of eight. Very likely the 
schocl will maintain an average attendance of eight 
for this year. Any way I think the voters should take 
some special action this year that the committee may 
legally maintain the school in case the average attend- 
ance should fall below the required average attendance 
of eight pupils. 

We are told that during the past three or four years 
many communities have been curtailing expenditures 
for textbooks., supplies and equipment. It may be 
that in many instances lack of proper material in a 
schoolroom is due more to the fact that citizens do not 
really understand what is needed in a modern school 
than through lack of ability to supply the need. One 
should realize that it is more or less a waste of money 
to expect to secure the best results on the part of the 
teachers when they lack proper textbooks and equip- 
ment with which to work. While we have been doing 
very well in your schools with the textbooks and sup- 
plies you have made it possible for us to obtain, the 
schocls are not equipped as a modern school should be. 

Books are one of the basic tools of learning and it is 
quite essential that they be of the later edition. If a 
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school is to keep its list of textbooks up-to-date it is 
necessary to plan for changes each year. By following 
some definite plan changes could be made in all text- 
books at least once every five years. This regular 
changing of textbooks would make very little extra 
cost for books as five years is about as long as most 
books will last in any schoolroom. 

There are now eight pupils from the town attending 
some high or secondary school and whose tuitions are 
being paid by the town. It may be that there will be 
as many as eleven pupils to attend some high or sec- 
ondary school this coming year. In case there are 
that number to attend such schools about seven hun- 
dred fifty dollars will be needed for tuition purposes 
for this coming year. At least two hundred fifty dol- 
lars should be raised this year for tuitions. 


. SCHOOL FUNDS 

In the January issue of the Maine State School Bul- 
letin the Commissioner of Education mentions t he 
need for increased appropriations being made available 
for the support of public schools. In many communi- 
ties, it seems, teachers’ wages are ridiculously low, 
and in many instances there is a distressing lack of 
suitable textbooks and well nigh absence of reference 
books and necessary equipment like maps, globes and 
charts. The people of Willimantic have been doing 
much better for their schools than the Commissioner 
of Education reports for some of the other communi- 
ties. I feel that the citizens of the town consider it 
their duty, as well as their responsibility, to provide 
fairly well for the needs of the schools. 

There are now eight pupils from the town attending 
what should prove reasonable amounts for you to raise 
at this time for the support of your schools. The ex- 
penditures for teachers’ wages will be somewhat larger 
for this coming year than they have been for the past 
year. This is because the new school schedule adopted 
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and which brings a school vacation in February cut the 
number of weeks of school in this municipal year to 
thirty-four. Next year there will be the usual thirty- 
six weeks in the municipal year. 

The usual appropriations should be made for text- 
books and school supplies. I have already explained 
the need for changes in textbooks. This coming year 
I think we should plan to change the textbooks in 
Arithmetic and purchase some additional books to be 
used as supplementary readers. Very likely the cost 
for school supplies will be somewhat larger this coming 
year than it has been for this past year. The appro- 
priations I have suggested will only provide for the 
necessary textbooks and school supplies. We will still 
be without funds with which to purchase reference 
books and desirable equipment. ! 

The insurance policy on the Number 3 school build- 
ing expires this year. An appropriation should be 
made at this time so that a new policy may be ob- 
tained. 

I hardly know what to suggest in regard to school 
repairs. There is no question about the need of some- 
thing being done at the Number 2 building. In this 
case it is not easy to say just what should be done. 
The windows are in rather poor condition, so it might 
be advisable to start with new windows. Then fix up 
the walls and ceilings in the rooms. I am afraid it will 
prove to be quite a costly job by the time it is finished.
